wthat the nuclear nations of the 
world are not likely to arrive at an 
overall agreement to ban instantly 
nuclear weapons of all kinds from 
their arsenals; there will be no set 
date to which future generations 
may look back as the decisive turn- 
ing point-in mankind’s retreat from 
the brink, __ 

Nuclear disarmament clearly is 
going to be a process of slow and 
painful negotiation, of bargaining in 
specific areas. Thus it is that the 
latest draft nuclear agreement, 
which would exclude ‘the sea bed, 
the ocean floor and the subsoil there- 
of from the artis race” should be 
greeted as a promising step forward 
along the road to total nuclear arms 
control. : 

In the broad sweep of nuclear 
capability, prohibition of nuclear de- 
vices on the sea bottom is a rela- 
tively minor achievement—and even 
this, with United States and Russian 
agreement,-has yet to be accepted 
by the 25-nation disarmament con- 
ference and go through the various 
acts of: ratification. 

While submarines can still prowl 
the depths carrying lethal loads of 
nuclear missiles to be fired at will, 
banning stationary weapons takes 
care of only part of the problem. 
However, this must be considered 
not so much in the light of its mili- 
tary effect, but as a part of the gen- 
eral psychological advance. With 
most of the ocean depths now ex- 
empted from use as parking places 
for instruments of mass destruction, 


the field is at least being narrowed. 
' It is a sad commentary on the 
real posture of the nuclear giants 
that even as their spokesmen reach- 
ed agreement on this item, ex- 
perts in both countries were busy 
developing larger and more lethal} 
nuclear weapons for use in the air. 
The United States puxsues the ABM 
program, slightly limited though it 
may be from the vast-form-in which 
some authorities wish to see it; and 
the Soviet Union continues with its 
own type of ABM and with MIRV, 
the multiple attack missile. 
‘Against these additions to the 
world's: nuclear over-kill capability, 
the seabed victory is a modest one 
indeed. It will be only when nego- 
tiation on surface weapons begins 
in earnest, spurred by the knowl- 
edge that all mankind is a hostage 
to threatened destruction, that sig- 
nificant progress will be made. 
And when that step is achieved, 
if ever, we must consider that the 
most populous country in the world, 


-mainland China, is not a party to 


such international agreements—in- 
deed, does not yet have a partici- 


-pant’s voice in global movements. 


A powerful nuclear-armed China, 
hostile, intransigent, and able to 
deliver .missiles anywhere in the 
world, is a prospect that should 
send the existing nuclear nations in- 
to hurried consultation, and cause 
urgent advances to Peking to play 
its part in safeguarding the world. 
The longer the delay, the more dif- 
ficult it will be to undo what is being 
done. 


As the Councils Shrink 


ye COWICHAN’S MAYOR 
Donald Morton, retired presi- 
dent of .the Union of British Col- 


umbia Municipalities, notes the trend - 


toward—and the benefits of—reg- 
jonal government, and forecasts the 
eventual replacement of municipal 
councils by this new level of: ad- 
ministration. The mayor makes the 
point that some-~services— clearly 
lend themselves to amalgamation in, 
order to cover moré. than municipal 
areas and that as the gradual take- 
over éccurs, the need for local coun- 
ceils diminishes. “We ‘should work 
with the trend rather than against 
it,” he says. 

‘The case is familiar to those who 
have considered the amalgamation 
issue in Greater Victoria over the 
last third of a century. Amalgama- 
tion.has,_in-fact,.taken_place here in 
such fields as education, health serv- 
ices and parkland acquisition. There 
are other functions to which it is 
particularly~Suited. Their inclusion 
under area administration seems in- 
evitable. 

The prospect invites study of the 
composition of. regional boards. In 
Greater Victoria, councils choose 
from their own membership the rep- 
resentatives they will place on the 
board. Unorganized districts have 
members elected directly by their 
constituents. The municipal repre- 
sentatives are one step removed 
from-their own electorate, since they 
are not voted into council to be 
members of the regional board, but 
are chosen by their colleagues for 
that purpose. ‘ 
» Counterbalancing the partial in- 


dependence of municipal representa- 
tives is their responsibility to. their 
own councils. When they endorse 
regional borrowing, for instance, 
they cannot overlook the effects it 
might have on the ability of their 
councils to borrow in the competi- 
tive money market. And if they ne- 
glect, or appear to neglect, municipal 
council interests, they can be disci- 
plined by the municipal voters when 
they next stand for. election. In fi- 
nancial matters, moreover, there is 
an additional safeguard for the elec- 
tors; Before any ‘borrowing can be 
undertaken by the regional board, 
it must be endorsed by the ballots 
of local voters. 


In the course of time, if Mayor 
Morton’s apparently logical assump- 
tion proves correct and there ceases 
to be a need for local councils, rég- 
ional board members could be elect- 
ed directly. 
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FOOLS’ GOLD ON THE PRAIRIES

A Too Easy Answer From City Folk 


EEN from an airplane in_ these 

drowsy October days, just before 

the long winter sleep, the Prairies are an

Like King Midas’

spread across a thousand miles from the 
Lakes to the Rockies. But the hoard of 
golden grain, though edible end rich in 
nutriment, cannot be eaten at home or 
sold to a hungry world. The Prairies, 
once the carefree frontier of opportunity, 
the end of the weary march for countless 
daring men_and patient women, have 
graduated into the contemporary ape at 
last. They have received the imprimatur 
and final sanction of modern society. 
They have become a Problem. 

This is not however, the sort of 
Problem usually discussed by the 
Economic Council of Canada and the 
marmdarins of Ottawa who never soil 
their hands in the western earth. It is 
not the familiar Problem of unskilled 
labor; inefficient. machinery and low 
productivity. 

In literal fact the labor force of the 
Prairies is just as. skilled as any crew on 
the industrial assembly line, the wheat 
industry just as efficient as General 
Motors, its product-more, useful than 
automobiles, and in-his work the farmer 
deals with « process, from seed to 
harvest, more complicated and 
mysterious than nuclear fission. He deals 
with life itself.

In the years ahead, how- 
ever, that country looks forward to 
rising costs of labor and material 
that could injure its competitive pos- 
ition. According to the Japanese as- 


sociation, costs in such countries as 
Sweden , and ,West Germany are 
likely to rise at Only half the pace 
of those in Japan—hence the pros- 
pect of a relative decline in Japan’s 
ability to outrun its competitors. 

“fhe outlook can have only lim- 
ited interest here. Victoria yards 
have shown their capacity to turn 
out excellent. vessels. But excellence 
in local production has found no 
springboard to overcome the price 
hurdle. Now, it appears, some of the 
economic woes which have afflicted 
the industry in Victoria are about to 
make themselves felt in modified 
degree in the surging economy of 
Japan,

« only a fraction of the gross national 


product nowadays, a-—diminishing 
fraction, The tarm population is dwind- 
ling, too, and has few votes in national 
elections, Besides, the Problem doubtless 
will be solved one way or another, and 
even if it is not solved the nation can 
‘still prosper from its other resources, 

So let the farmer survive as best he 
may under the iron law of economics. 
Let him grow less wheat, for example, 
and raise more cattle — an obvious 
and easy solution. 

Thus speaks the voice of authority in 
Ottawa, the voice of the traveller in the 
first-class compartment of a jet plane, 
over a glass of champagne freely 
provided with the compliments of Air 
Canada, the voices of all the comfortable 
folk_in Winnipeg and the other Prairie 
cities who live mainly on the farmer's 
toil. 


From.a Distance 


Thus speaks the age-old equation 
which holds that the middle-man, the 
promoter and the bookkeeper, not the 
producer, the craftsman and the artist, 
shall have the lion’s share of any 
society’s rewards. 

Looking down from the plarie at some 
cottage behind its frail windbreak of 


trees, still green but soon to be naked 
skeletons in the winter wind, the 
traveller can imagine the farmer and his 
wife at their dinner table as they hear 
the distant voices. What are they to 
make of all this sound advice? 

How are they to grow cattle where 
they have always grown wheat? How are 
they to live for several years until the 
calves, if the calves can be bought, grow 
into marketable steers? Have the city 
folk thought of these things, the cold 
drudgery of feeding cattle in the snow, 
the cost of raising beef, the price that 
somehow slips through the farmer's 
hands and all the sudden disruption of 
his life?

Scattergun Activity

that they’ are unlikely, when the dust 
Settles, to have much time left to run the 
college, “Governance’’. must take its 
place alongside the Viétnam mora- 
torium, the campaign for welfare moms, 
the stress of studies and other diversions 
in bidding for attention. 

Many bright minds across the nation 
have been dwelling on the redistribution 
of university authority because it seemed 
to be inevitable, Dr. Gallup found that 
over 80 percent of all students want to 
be represented in policy making and 
many administrators have assumed that 
peace without student participation could 
not long endure. 


Not Easily Shared \ 


But power ts not easily shared in 
these complex institutions where the 
balance of power among the administra- 
tors, faculty, and students is so uneasy. 
The faculties are jealous of the 
administrators but they don’t want their 
duties, The faculty leaders are dulled by 


their necessity to avoid offending faculty 
factions. The issue of participation was 
originally~-raised~by~teachers*andthey 
may in the end be responsible for its 
interment. ' 

Since it will never be possible to yield 
students much more than an illusion of 
power in university decisions and since 
the ihision will quickly be branded 
hyprocisy, it seems wiser fo do as 
Brewster proposes and make the 
management more compact instead , of 
more representative so it can adjust 
swiftly and wisely to pressures for 
change. 


Students Impressed 


In fact Brewster's performance testt- 
fies more eloquently than his words that 
strong presidential leadership, communi- 
cative and flexible, may be the best

today, _He has capped the students’ 
turbulence and gaught their respect by 
going with them when their positions 
were reasonable and balking when they 
weren’t. He has thus far managed to 
channel the revolution.

Just Watching All 
The Grilse Go By 


By ART STOTT 


The 10-year-old from Masset, who has 
jigged halibut too big for him to hold, has 
already developed the quiet J stoimort of a 
competent angler. As we : 
trolledthe—othermorning. 
off Trial on water riffled 
by a breeze carrying the 
nip_of October, he talked 
undemonstratively of fish- @ 
ing trips with his grand- § 
father in the Queen Char- 
lottes. It was man-toeman 
conversation, dealing at one 
point with a favorite Croco- 
dile lure he had lost on a 
too-light lead to an over- 
sized trout, at another, rough seas in theinlet 
when a big wave had tossed their small boat 
around so that.his grandfather came back off 
the centre thwart to land in his lap. For his 
age, he's well informed on boats and fishing. 

To meet legal requirement as much as to 
provide protection, he was wearing an orange 
colored life-preserver. That equipment and 
his. size, probably moulded the opinion 
apparently formed by the federal fisheries 
man who drew up beside us in his fast boat. 
The official seemed to presume that we 
represented a grandfather, or father and 
small -son on the latter’s first fishing 
expedition. 

“How's the fishing?"’ he asked. 

“For me,-it-isn’t,”’ I told him. 

“Tf you happen to catch any small grilse,” 
he said, ‘‘shake ’em off. Don’t take a chance

on keeping them, even if it’s.the boy's first ~ 


fish. There a lot of small grilse around and 
the regulations say they have to be 
_veleased.”’ He peeled off with a benign smile. 

We said nothing. Not having had a bite or 
seen a fish, we had no qualms. 

But the incident set me thinking about the 
regulations which fix a limit of four fish per 
person and make it an offence to take a 
grilse under 12 inches. 

* * * 

The argument for the effort to provide 
this partial protection for grilse seems, on 
the surface, sound. Grilse are small. Spared 
a year, they can, in some cases, develop into 
good eight to 10-pound fish. Why, then, kill a 
grilse and eliminate a salmon which would be 
a better trophy and might, with great luck, 
even escape to spawn? ‘The point is also 
made that the “increase in’ the number of 
sports fishermen is so great that they must 
be considered a significant depletion agency. 

So far, so good. But if this conservation 
measure is effective, where are the progeny 
of salmon that once provided an abundance 
of fish off Trial Island in the days of my 
boyhood? The authorities say there are many 
factors which have reduced them in 
number—use of insecticides adjacent to natal 


streams, obstructions in rivers, the heavy 
haul of commercial fishermen who, at least 
in netting, have no way of shooing off grilse, 
and so on. This also is probably true, but 
again, where are the fish that are protected 
by grilse regulations? 

Some of my informed friends tell me that 
a_grilse which has*taken_a hook has small 
chance of survival. Apart from injury that 
may have been caused by the hook, they 
explain, the fish may perish through 
disturbance of its slime coating in handling. 
There is also.a theory that 4 fish, fighting a 
hook, undergoes a change in body chemistry 
that is either fatal or so debilitates it-that-it 
is easy prey for other natural predators. I’m 
waiting for the fisheries officials. to convince 
me that-my informed friends are wrong. 


* * * 


The next point of argument is personal but 
could apply to’any number of people who fish 
as I do, During the calendar year my regular 
fishing partner and I have probably been on 
the water well over a score of times, 
dragging lines. In that time we've caught 
perhaps a dozen grilse (‘‘keepers,’’ of course), 
one jack and a salmon. We're the kind of 
unsuccessful fishermen who justify the 
astronomical price ‘per.pound ~Al Wright 
places on salmon caught by anglers. 

It would be legally acceptable for me to 
catch four fish a day for 365 days in the 
year. (Stop comparing my catch record wath 
the legal | possibility and ‘quit . laughing.) 
Instead of 1,460-fish a year, I've picked up a 


“score, most of them beneath salmon size. 


By my arithmetic, that means that two of 
us take about one seventy-third of my 
individual allowable quota. That's a4 statistic 
only a conservationist could love. 

But if, on some crazy day, I should catch 
and keep five salmon of all sizes, or one 
grilse that measured only 11% inches—and 
were picked up by a fisheries patrol—I'd -be 
declared guilty of an offence. Should I want 
t6. defend myself against resulting charges, 
chances are I'd have to appear in court at 
Sidney or Sooke, which is something less than 
convenient, Better I should rob a bank and 
receive the treatment and solicitude accorded 
& real criminal. 

* * * 

‘As a part-time pragmatist, I can’t argue 
against a policy that actually saves small 
fish. to become big fish and - assures 
perpetuation or increase in the run—an 
increase which should show up in my catches 
of salmon for the small ones I have re- 
leased. The principle is fine, if it works. 
For me, any vestige of proof that it does 
work off the point of Trial is lacking, and I’m 
figuratively left standing on the corner 
watching all the grilse go by.

What Is Style? 


What is least understand- 
able about writing is style.

But the writer who wants 
his words to live for more 
than a day neither publishes, 
mails or buries what he has 
just written; instead, he 
rewrites, it. With the kind of 
courage that only he will 
know about, he cuts whatever 
words are useless or false, 
whatever thoughts are vague 
or stale. 


Allergic Editor 


He reads it over and over 
like a sniffling editor who has 
an allergy to weak language. 
He asks questions: Is this 
really worth writing, have I 
said it well, will it stand in 
print as well as it stands in 
my ego? If the answers are 
yes to the hard questions, he 
has learned a_ basic. fact: 
Writing is rewriting what you 
have already rewritten. 

Many. who make their living 
by writing keep a kind of 
freshman innocence about 
them and never lose amaze- 
ment at not only seeing their 
words in print but also being 
paid for it. 

Yet the real payment is not 
in money. In 1944, a Holly- 
wood. agent wrote to Sean 
O’Casey, promising the Irish 
Playwright $100,000 if he 
would come do a screenplay. 

Sarcastically snorting that 
the offer “was a temptation 
for more than an hour’’ before 
he remembered what.Holly- 
wood --was, O’Casey later 
wrote: “In spite of powefs 
thrusting big money before an 
author for work:he doesn’t 
want to do... ft is better for 
him to go his own way, even 
if it be with a limp. It is nota 
happy way, but it is his only 
way if he wishes to remain 
true to himself and right with 
God.”

From Front Line to Oil Field 


By JIM HOAGLAND 

PORT HARCOURT, Nigeria 
(WP) — The heat of Nigeria’s 
eivil-war has’shifted from the 
front lines to the oil fields. 
Biafran air raids and ground 
attacks by infiltrators are 
hampering Nigeria’s efforts to 
resume full-scale oil produc- 
tion. 

The fear generated by the 
attacks hangs heavily over 
this war-ravaged eastern part 
of the Niger River delta. It is 
also reported to pervade 
Nigeria's other major on- 
shore oil-producing region, the 
mid-western state. 
~ Fear, in fact, is cutting into 
oil production more than the 
actual physical damage of the 
attacks. ‘“‘The oil companies 
are convinced that every 
Biafran rocket has their name 
written on it, and-are moving 
very gingerly,” Explains one 
foreigner familiar with the 
situation. 

Production figures, .which 
had risen sharply this spring, 
are dropping . monthly. — At 
least one major field, along 
the Imo River, is closed 
because of Biafran incursions 
into families of oil workers. 
have been pulled out of the 
camps around the fields here 
and in the mid-west. Nigerian 
troops guard the’ fields. 


Damage Minimal 


Small Swedish-made 
Biafran planes have rocketed 
Shell-BP (British Petroleum) 
installations in: the mid-west 
at least four times since May. 
Shell-BP, a joint venture of 
two international petroleum 
giants, produces most of 
Nigeria’s oil.

PELLET GUNS 
NEED LICENCE 


Strict regulations. governing the use of pellet guns are 
now in effect throughout British Columbia. ; 

Police warned today that pellet guns, like revolvers, are 
classified as restricted weapons under a new section of the 
Criminal Code which came. into effect Oct. 1. 

This means an owner must obtain a permit to use or 
possess a pellet gun outside his own home or business 
premises. 

Tf he fails to do this, he is liable to two years’ imprison- 
ment. . 

Permits for restricted weapons are normally granted to 


members of gun clubs for target practice. 
The growing use of pellet guns, especially by juveniles, is 
causing concern to law enforcement officers. . 
“A projectile from a pellet gun can be, extremely 
dangerous,” said a gun expert, “‘And yet some parents allow 
their children to play with them.” __

Regular daily service to Nanaimo has been 
suspended by Pacific Hovercraft Ltd. of Vancouver 
because of a “limbo of operating regulations.” 


President Barry Jones said 
today expansion of service in 
southwestern B.C., including 
proposed Vancouver-Victoria 
runs, has been delayed until 
the «area of operating regula- 
tions is clear. 

The company's 20-passenger 
eraft began Nanaimo service 
in February, intending . to 
serve Victoria as well; but 
was not able to secure a 
landing site close in to the 
urban capital area. — 

Jones said the craft fs 
meeting its Nanaimo require- 
ments as far as specially 
reserved trips are concerned, 
and will do so for two weeks. 

After that he hoped the 
licensing and regulatory prob- 
lems will be cleared up. 

A main problem, he said, 
has been the licensing of 
engineers. Other than factory 
©fepresentatives, Canadian 
regulations do not provide ‘for 
Hovercraft engineers. 


NO RULES 

“Tt took 12 months to get a 
licence for a pilot,”’ Jones 
said, hoping that licensed 
engineers would be provided 
for in less time. 

Operating regulations also 
are absent, he charged. “‘It is 
impossible to apply Canada 
Steamship or Canadian Air 
regulations to Hovercraft.” 


It is difficult to plan the 
craft's work, too, Jones feels, 
because licensing for charter 
purposes is not clearly defined 
between provincial and 
federal authorities. 

Jones said he hopes the 
firm will be able to operate as 
other carriers in.the Gulf of 
Georgia area, but if not,

Pilot 70 Years Old 
Still Flying Daily 


AUGUSTA; Me. (AP) — A 
Canadian First World War 
flying ace veteran of battles 
against the squadron of the 
famed German fighter pilot, 
Manfred von Richthofen, still 
is flying daily in Maine at the 
age of 70. 

He is Earl F. Crabb of Au- 
gusta, who has been flying for 
a living for 52 years and says: 
“Tt comes second nature to 
me now.” 


As an aviator in the Royal 
Flying Corps, Crabb shot 
down five German planes to 
become an ace: 

He recalls dogfighting with 
the “‘cireus’’ of von Richtho-’ 
fen, the ‘“‘Red Baron.” 

Crabb said his sqyadron 
duelled “‘at least four times” 
with the baron's and broke 
about even. 

“That: plane was just made 
out of wood, fabric and wire,” 
Crabb said of the SES he 
flew. 

He now flies daily as an air 
taxi pilot for the Maine In- 
strument Flight School here 
and says the flights take him 
to Boston, New York and 
points in Maine. 

He was born March 27, 1898, 
in Delhi, Ont. He left the 
Royal Flying Corps in France 
after eight months, He was 
then a captain and had been 
awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross,

Students Help Chart 
Future of University 


Ferment and dissent should 
be present on university cam- 
puses, Uvic's president, Dr. 
John Partridge, told 400 
members, df the Canadian 
Club in the Newcombe Audi- 
torium Tuesday afternoon. 

“The university is a testing 
ground for ideas and ideals,” 
he said. “If either through 
repression or through inertia 
the university discourages 
new ideas, pressures for 
change will be locked up until 
they burst out in explosion.” 

At the University of Vic- 
toria, however, flexibility and 
goodwill have been the pat- 
tern. Destructive conflicts 
have been" avoided, and 
misunderstandings: have not 
become confrontations. 

A series of subcommittees 
including students considered 
nearly 100 changes in_ uni- 
versity structure and aca- 
demic programs last. year at 
Uvic, he said. Some of the 
suggestions they made have 
been put into practice, some 
are still under study, and 
others may be put into effect 
this. year. 

“No one of these changes is 
revolutionary or terribly dra- 
matic, yet in total they 
constitute a profound but 
quiet change to reflect chang- 
ing conditions,” Dr. Partridge 
said. 

American influence in Ca- 
nadian universities. has re- 
cently become a controversial 
topic, he noted. 

“In a university, an in- 
ternational flavor is desirable, 
and indeed almost essential. 

‘However, if the interna- 
tional were to supersede the 
Canadian flavor, the result 


would be unfortunate.” 
Professors of humanities, 
social sciences, and education

are scarce in Canada. 

In 1967-68 Canadian uni- 
versities granted’ PhDs to 940 
graduates, but there was a de- 
mand for 2,736 new faculty 
members, not including posi- 
tions vacated by retirement. 

“In that year there was a 
shortage of 1,796 PhDs, just to 
staff Canadian universities." 

The natural sciences do not 
have the same problem of a 
shortage of Canadian staff, 
however. 

“In these fields we should 
make every effort to give 
Canadians the first oppor- 
tunity for positions in our 
universities. This we ‘are 
doing and will continue to 
do.”

“Obviously, the matter is 
one of legitimate concern. It is 
receiving careful attention in 
most Cahadian universities.

Dr. Partridge applauded the 
“history of community in- 
volvement and understanding"’ 
between Greater Victoria and 
the young university. 

“We must cooperatively 
devise ways in which univer- 
sity people can continue to 
hear the interests and con- 
cerns of the public.” 

The community must also 
be made aware of the activi- 
ties and objectives of the 
university, he said. 

He urged Canadian Club 
members: to support the uni- 
versity when talking’ to 
friends in the community, and 
added that private funds were 
necessary to make it a 
superior centre of study. 

“The difference between the 
cost of an average university 
and the cost, of a great 
university: must be made up 
by financial support from 
private individuals.”

Many people in the crowd 
seemed to share the opinion of 
one woman who muttered, 
“It’s a provocation.”

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Glinz Lake's C amp Thunderb 
A Story of Growth and Hopes 


By ELIZABETH FORBES 


On @ recent Saturday after- 
noon’ I joined others of the 
“YM-YWCA general and ad- 
visory, boards 
for a visit to 
Camp Thun- 
derbird. As I 
re membered 
it in the days 
when Cana- 
_ dian Girls in 
Training held 
summer ses- 
sions there, 
the trail in 

was 80 
rugged automobiles were usu- 
ally left down at the Sooke 
Road and everyone hiked up 
to the camp. 

This time, while the trail is 
still rugged, our cars made it 
easily. s 

When we arrived we found 
about 70 young men and 
women from 12 to 20 years of 
age, in camp for the weekend. 

Coached by Art Burgess, 
YM-YWCA physical director, 
they were learning the basic 
principles of leadership for 
junior, intermediate and 
senior classes active at the 
“y" during the fall and 
winter season. 

SWAMP THEN 

On a playing field I remem- 
bered in earlier days as a 
swamp (it’s been reclaimed 
with earth fill and sawdust) 
games were being organized 
and directed and then ideas 
were being suggested to make 
them more effective. 

We sat on rustic seats at 
the edge of this field in the 
sunshine, and watched. ‘ 

Glinz Lake gleamed: blue 
and clear in the background. 
Up on the hill behind us were 
the rows of sleeping cabins, 
an old dining hall and cook- 
house-(now a craft shop), and 
a newer halt with a 
well-equipped kitchen 
attached. 


Just beyond was Jacob’s 
Ladder, 100 rustic steps up a 
steep hillside to an amphi« 
theatre at the top where 
church services are held. 

In former days the pulpit up 


there was a tree stump with a 
flat board on top. This has 
now been replaced by a rustic 
wooden pedestal with an epen 
Bible carved im the flat top. It 


, was given to the camp by the 


Ys-Men’s Club, in memory of 
one of its presidents, John 
Peat. 


That afternoon, the leaders’ 
program ended with a paper 
chase through the woods and 
around the lake. 


EARLY DAYS 

As we, watched them start 
off, Vivian Shoemaker, a 
former YMCA genefal secre- 
tary, told me a little of the 
beginning of Camp Thunder- 
bird and how it grew, 

Start was.made back in the 
early ’30s when Mr.  Shod- 
maker was boys’ work secre- 
tary and camp director. Sum- 
mer camps were held then at 
various places and the YMCA 
was. looking for a permanent 
site. PB iis ae 

“We had just about given 
up hope,” Viv Shoemaker 
said, ‘‘when someone told us 
the Glinz brothers had 
acreage in the Sooke hills they 
might-be willing to sell.” 


An option was taken on 
some of that land and in 1935 
an experimental camp was 
organized at Glinz Lake. It 
proved so successful it was 
decided to try to buy 360 
acres around the lake. An 
anonymous gift of money 
made it possible to complete 
the deal. 

This was in the depression 
years of the 30s and while the 
YMCA now had land for a 
campsite it had no money to 
develop it. 


WORK CAMP 
.The_government had or- 
ganized camps to help single 
men-who could not find work 
and it was suggested one 
camp be established on Glinz 
Lake. 

These young men spent one 
winter there and during the 
time cleaned up the foreshore, 
made a trail arwmd the late 
and built the first dininz hall, 
c?okhouse and cabins. 


Then came the Second 
World War and nothing more 
could be done at the campsite. 


When Vivian Shoemaker re- 
turned to the YMCA after the 
war he was ‘‘shocked’’ at the 
deterioration at Glinz Lake. 

A ways and means commit- 
tee immediately went to work 
and after much deliberation it 
was decided to: sell some of! 
the timber on the place to 


obtain money for expansion 


and repairs. 

With this ‘‘kitty” and the 
continued volunteer efforts of 
members of the Ys-Men’s 
Club the camp was rebuilt as 
it is today. 

Gradually as land = was 
logged off around the peri- 
meter of Camp Thunderbird 
“and when funds were avail- 
able to buy at nominal 
prices,” succeeding boards of 
directors were far-sighted 
enough to increase the 
holdings. 

Today the original site has 
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been expanded to 1,000 acres 
of lakes, streams, meadows 
and natural forest lands. 


“In this day of urban 
sprawl we have a_ natural 
park in the Sooke Hills,” Viv 
Shoemaker says, “‘that “we 
envision as being there far 
into the future. 

‘Tt gives us room to 
conduct céamps, hikes and 
overnight safaris, all on our 
own property.”” . 

Of course, there is also a 
dream for the future. “It’s 
come to life in the last few 
years ... but it needs money 
to make it a fact. Some day 
~.. perhaps...” 

The dream is to‘ build on the 
far side of Glinz lake, a 
completely new campsite that 
could be kept open all year 
around. 

At present Camp Thunder- 
bird must be closed in the 
winter. A caretaker is in 


charge and the cabins, the 
craft shop and the dining hall 
are deserted. 


RESCUED 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) — 
The research submarine Deep 
Quest was freed from its 
heavy recovery’ device early 
today and rose to the surface 
12 hours after the craft and 
its four crew members be- 
came trapped 432 feet deep on 
the Pacific Ocean. bottom. 

A two-man 8,000-pound sub- 
marine, the Nekton, used its 
mechanical arm to snip the 
plastic rope that was tangled 
in one of the Deep Quest’s two 
aft propellers. The rope was: 
attached to a scoop-like re- 
covery module, a galvanized 
culvert used to retrieve heavy 
test samples from the ocean 
floor.

Just how the Pentagon 
plans to get birds to do all 
these things is anybody’s 
guess, but it does mean to 
try. 

“Much of the research will 
relate to complex forms of 
stimulus control,’’ the- con- 
tract with the University of 
Mississippi.reads, ‘for 
example, visual search, ‘audi- 
tory pattern recognition, pur- 
suit and tracking, controlled 
locomotion and operation of 
manipulanda while flying.”’ 

“This is not_a development 
contract,” explains a Penta-

trying to do here is to see if 
birds can be trained to do 
certain things.”

The most serious attempt to 
use bird-like creatures was a 
program called “X-ray, in 
which bats carrying in- 
cendiaries ‘were to be flown 
into ‘Tokyo during the Second 
Word War. The idea was to 
get the bats to roost: in the 
eaves of Tokyo's wooden 
buildings, where the bombs 


would off when the bats 
flipped le down to sleep. 
“The trouble with that 


one,” said one scientist who 
worked on project X-ray, 
“whs that it almost burned 
down an air force base in 
New Mexico.” X-ray, never 
made it'to Japan. 

The Jatest scheme for war- 
birds came to roost when the 
Pentagon circulated a_ letter 
advertising for ornithologists 
to work.on it. 

“T read it, I re-read it, and 
I read it again,” one scientist 
said, “and I still couldn't 
believe it. It's insane.” 

Critics notwithstanding, .the 
Pentagon is going ahead with 
its bird scheme. 

"This_ program is just get- 
ting started,” it says in 
describing it. “Hopefully, it 
will go on for 10 or 20 years." 

The project is supported by 
a threéé-year - “Project 
Themis” contract, at $200,000 
a year. Project Themis is a 
program aimed at beefing up 
basic research in universities 
that have not had strong 
science programs.

Speedy’'s Sinking

In 1850 more than 9,000 
Miles of railway lines had 
been built in the U.S. but 
“there were only -66* miles~ of 
track in British North Amer- 
iea. One reason for the slow- 
mess in railway development 


was because Canada had good . 


water transportation routes.

After the United Empire

The tension rose consider- 
ably after someone late 
Monday night planted a bomb 
that blew: apart a statue of a 
19th century policeman com- 
memorating the Haymarket 
riot of 1886.

Strict regulations governing the use of pellet guns are 
now in effect throughout British Columbia. 


pelet- guns, like-revolvers,are 


classified as restricted weapons under a new section of the 
Criminal Code which came into effect Oct. 1. 

This means an owner must obtain a permit to use or 
possess .a pellet gun outside his own home or business 


If he fails to do this, he is liable to two years’ imprison- 
Permits for restricted weapons are normally granted to 


members of gun clubs for’ target practice. 
The growing use of pellet guns, especially by juveniles, is 


eausing concern to law enforcement officers. 

“A projectile from a pellet gun can be. extremely 
dangerous,” said a gun expert. ‘And yet some parents allow 
their children to play with them.”
